Larger plants are usually more 


efficient, he declared, and, since 


they may be located on larger 
streams, require less treatment 
to give the same dilution. A 
sewage treatment plant for a town 
the size of Andover would cost 
about $1,200,000, the speaker 
said. 


It was brought out that the ten- 
dency is for towns to require an 
abuttor to a sewer to connect with 
the sewer within one year or pay 
for the cost of connection, usually 
$4 to $5 per running foot. Many 
towns specify that the town offi- 
cials will decide how much of the 
total cost the town and the abut- 


tor will be required to pay. In 
the case of an individual, it is 
best to use the local facilities 


until trouble develops and then 
connect. 

In a discussion of the new Bal- 
lardvale sewer and sewage treat- 
ment plant, Mr. Taylor pointed
